The common or American Jabiru has long since 


| been known to naturalists, and is found in many 


parts of South America. ‘The present species is a 
native of Australasia, or New Holland, and difters 
very strikingly from the American bird in the ap- 
pearance of the head and neck, which, instead of 
being bare, are entirely covered with feathers of a 
most elegant dark green, similar to those of a mal- 
lard, and accompanied by an elegant blue or purple 
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changeable lustre. The bill is black, and beneath 
the lower mandible, to some little distanee down the 
throat, isan extensile naked skin or saceulus ofa 
bright red colour: the rest of the bird is of a snowy 
whiteness, the eoverts of the wings, aud the tail ex- 
cepted, which are jet-black : the legs and fect are 
ofa bright red. According to some very accurate 
drawings, in the collection of Mr. White, Chief 
Surgeen to the Settlement at Botany Bay, this spe- 
cies, when full-grown, must be equal in size to the 
common Jabiru, being not less than six or seven 
fect high. The present specimen, however, whieh is 
preserved in the Leverian Museum, falls short of the 
height just mentioned, scarcely exceeding that of 
four and a half, or five feet.
